San Rafael Studies Fresno s Mall

Fifty San Rafael civic and 
business leaders got a close but 
damp look yesterday at the 
fountains, statues and trees of 
Fresno’s six-block. $1.5 million 
mall. 
If some were less impressed 
than their Fresno hosts might 
have wanted them to be, the 


weather was largely to blame. 
The sun f a i 1 e d to appear 
throughout the day, and mod­ 
erate rain fell as the San Ra­ 
fael delegation wandered up and 
down the mall in the afternoon. 
Reactions ranged from strong 
enthusiasm over the mall’s im­ 
pact on downtown Fresno to 
serious doubts as to whether it 
was worth the whopping price- 
tag. 


Few seemed to question the 
fact that the central California 
city’s face has undergone sweep­ 
ing changes and the mall is at 
the heart of the pattern of 
change. 
Sponsored by the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce, the tour 
attracted more than a dozen city 
officials, 
including 
four 
city 
councilmen and four planning 
commissioners. 


Their first stop after a four- 
hour train ride from Richmond 
was at the newest, tallest addi­ 
tion to Fresno’s skyline: the 22- 
story Del Webb Town House, an 
S8.5 million hotel finished last 
year. 
There they lunched at the Uni- 
versity-Sequoia Club on the top 
floor and were joined by offi­ 
cials of the city, the Fresno Re­ 
development 
Agency and the 


downtown association, a group 
which had started out as the 
merchants’ committee of the 
city-county chamber of com­ 
merce. 
In informal talks at each table 
and at a question and answer 
session after lunch, the Fresno 
men told how the mail’s opening 
last fall climaxed a 10-year

Cosmetics Queen Dies At 94

She had been in the cosmetics 
business 63 years. Her firm now is 
a $100-million annual business. 
Her career began by accident in 
Melbourne, Australia, while she was 
visiting her uncle’s ranch.

She operated salons in I^ondon and Paris before 
coming to New York in 1915.

The magazine was banned 
from the campus March 18 over 
a reference to a profane word. 
Meyerson continued a ban on 
a student-written play he con­ 
siders 
improperly 
suggestive. 
The play, a lithograph which 
sold for 15 cents, was ordered 
off the campus. 
The chancellor said he would 
continue to work with his ad­ 
visers on permanent rules for 
student conduct, explained: 
“The jeopardy in which the 
good name of our students and 
faculty and of free spech have 
been placed makes it imperative 
that these additional rules be 
respected and enforced while 
the new regular rules are being 
developed.” 
Meyerson in his interim rules 
listed 27 sites on the campus 
where card tables may be set 
up by student groups to sell 
literature or solicit funds. But 
the rules insist that the tables 
must be manned at all times by 
students enrolled on the Berke 
ley campus or by U. C. staff 
mebers.

We 
will keep the students out of 
school until their parents are 
allowed to vote.” 
Sheriff P. C. Jenkins said Wil­ 
cox County — about 40 miles 
southwest of Selma — has a 
population of 20,000 with Ne­ 
groes making up nearly 80 per 
cent of the total. There is one 
Negro voter — registered dur­ 
ing the past few weeks. 
The demonstrators, most of 


them teen-agers, began their 
activities at St. Francis Baptist 
Church about three miles from 
the Camden city limits. 
The marchers were met at the 


city line by Mayor Reg Albrit­ 
ton, 10 auxiliary policemen, 9 
state troopers and the sheriff. 
The auxiliary policemen — the 
city has only three regular offi­ 
cers _ were wearing steel hel­ 
mets and carrying pistols and 
canisters. 
The mayor, 42, ordered the 


demonstrators to stop at the 
line because they did not have 
a parade permit.

crossed the line. The mayor 
said he told the youngster to get 
back across the line three times 
and then threw a smoke canis­ 
ter.

Marin County supervisors will 
attend meetings of the Marin 
Council of Mayors and Council- 
men as guests, but will not be­ 
come voting members of 
the 
voting group. 
About 35 council members and 
two supervisors 
reached

conclusion last night at a dinner 
meeting of the council at the 
Lodge, north of Novato. 
Supervisor Peter H. Behr said 
supervisors 
“ wouldn’t 
f e e l 
slighted” if they did not have a 
vote at council sessions. 
Supervisors want to get to­ 
gether with mayors and coun- 
cilmen 
a n d exchange view­ 
points, but are not attempting to 
infiltrate the council, Behr said. 
Supervisor William A. Gnoss 
said, “ We’re here to learn, not 
to upset your rules and regula­ 
tions or feelings.” 
The role of the 
supervisors 
came up while council members 
were discussing p r o p o s e d 
amenments to the council’s by­ 
laws. One proposal was that the 
county should be included as a 


part of the organization and the 
name changed accordingly. 
City 
Administrator 
Douglas 
Flautt of San Anselmo said “the 
future lies in a m arriage of the 
board and councils in a form of 
an inter-governmental group.” 
Discussion 
on the proposal 
ended after Behr said the super­ 
visors would be content to at­ 
tend as guests, and no vote was 
taken.

Germain School Procedures Differ 
Much From Marin's, Hollis Says 


In 
/est Berlin, where the 
educator is “ the most respected 
of all professions,” segregation 
of children on the basis of the 
type of schooling they are to 
receive begins in kindergarten. 
This was reported today by 
Virgil S. Hollis, Marin County 
superintendent of schools. Hollis 
and Supt. Milton S. Cohen of 
Larkspur School District are 
among 3fi U.S. educators on a 
tour of Europe which will take 
them into Russia. 
In a report to the Independent- 
Journal, Hollis told of visiting 
the Pavilion School in West Ber­ 
lin, a public endowed school 
built in s im ila r achitectural 
style to American elementary 
schools. 
“ From kindergarten through 
the sixth grade, education of 
the children is based on wheth­ 
er they are to receive a practi­ 
cal, technical or preparatory 
course.” Hollis reported. 
The “ practical” course is for 
children “ who are just going to 


school,” he said. The technical 
is the most popular. The pre­ 
paratory is for those who will 
go on through high school and 
is “ the prestige course.” 
In the preparatory course, 
study of English begins in the 
fourth grade. Pupils who plan to 
attend college are placed in the 
“ humanistic group” and are 
taught Latin and Greek also. 
In the technical course. French 
is taught beginning in the first 
grade, and a second foreign lan­ 
guage is begun in second grade. 
Only 12 per cent of German 
high school graduates go on to 
college, Hollis reported, com­ 
pared to 35 per cent in the 
United States. 
The educators visited the Free 
University of Berlin, which was 
started with a Ford Foundation 
grant in 1948 by 50 refugee stu­ 
dents from East Berlin and now 
has an enrollment of more than 
15,000. However, spring vacation 
was under wfay and no class ses­ 
sions being held. 


Wrote the Marin County su­ 
perintendent: 


“ We have been told, not only 
by personnel in the stores, but 
by hotel and restaurant people, 
that educators are the most re­ 
spected of all the professions— 
above doctors, lawyers, top-level 
government officials, bankers 
and those in industry. There 
seems to be an almost complete 
reverence for educators. Our 
group was given every defer-

San Rafael Council Candidates 
Draw Sparks On Many Issues 


Candidates for two seats on 
the San Rafael City Council went 
at each other tooth and nail to­ 
day on Radio KTlM’s “ Marin 
Sounding Board” program. 
Incumbent councilman Louis 
H. Barr said the session was a 
“ knifing program.” He charged 
opponents Joseph R. Filippo and 
Irwin Taranto with taking “ pot­ 
shots” 
based 
on 
inadequate 
knowledge of city affairs. 
Taranto charged that San Ra­ 
fael is being run as if it were 
a city of 15,000 with a stable 
population rather than a grow­ 
ing city of 30,000. 
He charged that there is no 
dedication or enthusiasm among 
the city employees, commissions 
and other advising citizens (Ta­ 
ranto is a member of the parks 
and recreation commission). De­ 
partment heads have been be­ 
rated for actions not their own 
and one councilman said last 
year he would like to see the 
city’s parks liquidated and the 
land sold “ because nobody uses 
them, anyway.” Taranto alleged 
When Barr asked him to iden 


tify the councilman, moderator 
Kitty Oppenheimer intervened to 
say the program does not deal 
in personalities. 
Taranto added that citizens 
must appear in large numbers 
to get a hearing before the coun­ 
cil and that many proposals by 
knowledgeable citizens are ig­ 
nored. For example, no action 
was taken on chamber of com­ 
merce proposals on traffic and 
safety, he charged. 
Barr and incumbent council 
man Harry A. Barbier cited 
their records of support for such 
measures as double-deck park­ 
ing. more fire stations, deleting 
tideland areas from the master 
plan and development of parks 
in the Terra Linda annexation 
as evidence of their concern 
for the city. 
Both said improvements at the 
Highway 
101 
interchange 
at 
Third and Irwin Streets and one­ 
way street patterns on Second 
and Third streets would help al­ 
leviate the city’s traffic prob­ 
lems. 
The tax rate has dropped from 


$1.15 to 94 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation since 1957 when 
he took office, Barr said. 
Filippo said, however, t h a t 
total assessed valuation and the 
taxes levied have both risen 
about 56 per cent. 
When a listener wanted to 
know how many council meet­ 
ings Filippo had attended, Barr 
interjected that he had not seen 
Filippo at a single council meet­ 
ing since the last time he ran 
for council in 1960. Barr said 
he should know since he had 
only missed one in all that time. 
Filippo said Barr’s charge was 
“ completely untrue.” He said he 
had appeared on behalf of a 
San Rafael homebuilders as­ 
sociation and other clients sever­ 
al times. 
“ How could you say that, 
Joe?” asked Barr, 
Filippo said residents of the 
Terra Linda annexation have be­ 
come known as the “ orphans 
north of the hill” because of 
lack of concern for them by die 
city council. A police precinct 
should be established in the area 


immediately, he declared. He 
said he knew of one case where 
residents had to wait 42 minutes 
when they called about a ju­ 
venile disturbance. 
Barbier said a regular police 
patrol is already in effect in 
Terra Linda and said he has not 
heard any complaint about police 
protection. 


Taranto 
asked 
how 
many 


homes must burn in the Glen- 
wood area before a fire station 
is established there? Barr coun­ 
tered that a fire station has been 
budgeted for Glenw'ood and the 
area is already served by an­ 
other fire station nearby as well. 
Filippo said the council wasj 
sitting on the fence on the issue 
of tidelands area development. 
He said he would favor preser­ 
vation of tidelands off San Pe­ 
dro Road in Glen wood but that 
unsightly, smelly tideflats should 
be developed for commençai or 
multiple residential use 
Barr said the council had tak­ 
en a stand by asking the plan­ 
ning commission to delete the 
tidelands areas from the gener­ 
al plan, to allow further study 
of the problem. Taranto said this 
was avoiding the issue. 
Filippo said a “ gross injus­ 
tice” had been done to Monte- 
cito Shopping Center merchants 
when Third Street was torn up to 


prepare for the new off-ramp 
plan for Highway 101 at Third 
and Irwin streets. The street 
work cut customers off from the 
center during Christmas and 
“ it’s still a mess,” he charged. 
Barr replied that Filippo ap­ 
peared ignorant of the fact that 
the work needed to be done to 
allow the state to go ahead with 
highway improvements. Filippo 
said this could have been plan­ 
ned in advance with cooperation 
of state, county and city. 
All candidates were asked 


about campaign expenses and 
whether they had hired a public 
relations man. 
Barr said he was spending 


about $1.500 on his campaign 
and had hired a public relations 
man to assist him. 


(Youth Injured 
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In Cycle Crash 


Filippo did not say how much 
he was paying. He said he had 
hired a campaign manager. 
Taranto and Barbier said they 
are conducting their own cam­ 
paign. Barbier at a cost of about 
$500 and Taranto for about $800. 
The program will be rebroad­ 
cast at 12:30 p.m. Sunday. 


Dennis Christ, 15, of Sausalito1 
was reported in fair condition 
at Marin General Hospital after 
the motorcycle he was riding 
collided with a car at Bridgeway 
and Easterby Street at 7:55 a m.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Our Servicemen Deserve 
To Get Pay Increases 


The proposed military pay r a i s e 
bill, now before Congress, is a deserv­ 
ing piece of legislation to bring salaries 
of our men in uniform closer to the 
pay of their civilian counterparts. 
We picture a soldier, an airman, a 
sailor or a Marine as a small cog in a 
big military organization. We tend to 
take it for granted that the big military 
machine is adequately providing for its 
individual members, 
We sometimes forget that members 
in uniform also have wives and fami­ 
lies to support, taxes to pay, children 
to send to school, and rent and food to 
buy. 
They are meeting these obligations 
with all the dignity they can muster, 
but it isn t easy. 
An airman basic at Hamilton Air 
Force Base, for example, gets $78 per 
month. With three or more childien, 
he gets an additional $105 for rent and 
about $30 for food. 
In a high rent area like Marin, that 
is below subsistence level. It is no won­ 
der that in a third of all the Air Force 
families, either the wife works or the 
husband moonlights. 
Published reports indicate that thou­ 
sands of armed forces families are 
actually on relief, while thousands of 
others are eligible for relief but too 
proud to seek it. 
The highest paid of any enlisted men 
would be chief master sergeant with 
more than 26 years in service. He 
draws $573 per month, plus $120 for 
rent if he has three or more children, 
and about $30 for food. 
A new second lieutenant starts at 
$241 base pay per month, plus rent 
ranging from $85 to $110 depending 
on the number of dependents. A major 


with 10 years service draw’s $640 base 
pay, and a full colonel with 20 years 
service, $968 per month base pay. 
A captain at Hamilton Field, en­ 
gaged in specialized electronics work, 
would draw about $9,000 per year in 
pay and allowances. A civilian, engag­ 
ed in the same type of work alongside 
the captain, might be getting $13,000 
per year. 
This discrepancy in pay between the 
military and their civilian counterparts 
apparently runs all the way up the 
line, from recruits to generals. 
Vice 
Admiral W. R. 
Smedberg, 
president of the Navy Relief Society 
and former Navy personnel chief, gave 
these comparisons: 
A new’ policeman in Washington gets 
a basic $6.010 per year. This is almost 
exactly what the Navy chief petty of­ 
ficer with 20 years service gets with 
all his pay and allowances. 
The high rate of turnover in mili­ 
tary personnel is due, at least partial­ 
ly, to this discrepancy in pay. 
The Air Force spends $17,000 to

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
Lawmakers Have Plan To Save 
Disability Insurance Fund 


By HENRY C. MacARTHl R 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—For 
many months, observers have 
pointed out that the state's dis­ 
ability insurance fund was on 
the way to bankruptcy. No one 
paid much attention, least of 
all the administration, which 
continued paying ultra liberal 
disability benefits on the basis 
of welfare rather than insur­ 
ance. 
Now it has finally happened. 
The fund has dissipated $179 
million of surplus, and $27 
million of borrowed money. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown pro­ 
posed a measure which would 
increase employee taxes by 10 
per cent, and increase the 
level of the wage base to col­ 


lect more taxes annually from 
the California employee, who 
is the sole source of the fund. 


IN ADDITION, to keep the 
fund solvent immediately, the 
governor proposes to penalize 
California's full-time workers 
by depriving them of the $12 
per day hospital benefit which 
the fund provides as a part of 
the weekly disability benefit. 
State Sen. George Miller, D- 
Martmez, in a very lucid man­ 
ner. says this isn't the way to 
do business. He first declares 
the governor is using a trick 
that is as old as time in poli­ 
tics. that of voicing a threat 
where it will hurt the most, 
to impose the will of the ad-

ministration and its bureau­ 
crats on the people who pay 
the bills. 
Miller has what he consid­ 
ers, and what most people con­ 
sider. a plan now in A. B. 241, 
Zenovieh, which Miller says 
will save the day.

HE POINTED OUT further 
that the exceedingly high, un­ 
earned benefits for part-time 
workers debases a sound in­ 
surance program into a set-up 
with welfare and relief con­ 
notations, which it never was 
meant to be in the first place. 
The Miller amendments in 
the Zenovieh measure are aim ­ 
ed at putting disability insur­ 
ance back on an insurance 
basis, rather than turning it 
into a subsidy to the state’s 
welfare programs.

WASHINGTON (A* - What’s 
fair for one is fair for the 
other—with the accent on what 
is fair. 
This was the essence of a 
Supreme Court ruling Monday 
which upheld the right of an 
employer, 
when 
negotiations 
with a union are deadlocked, 
to shut down his plant to put 
economic pressure on a union 
to come to terms. 


THIS BALANCES the scale 
with a union which has the un­ 
disputed 
right 
to strike 
to 
pressure 
an 
employer 
into 
meeting its demands. 
But if an employer, reading 
this, gets the idea he can shut 
down 
his plant 
temporarily 
just to smash a union or to 
avoid 
bargaining 
or 
before 
bargaining is deadlocked, this 
is not what the court said. 
That kind of shutdown gets 
into the field of unfairness 
against a union. This was not 
involved in Monday’s decision. 


IN THIS CASE the American 
Shipbuilding Co., which oper­ 
ates four shipyards — mainly 
for repairing ships—had been 
bargaining 
collectively 
with 
eight unions for years. So there 
was no question here of anti­ 
union bias by the company, 
even though the unions had 
struck the shipyards several 
times. 
Then 
came 
a 
negotiation 
which reached a dead end. The 
company 
feared 
the 
union 
would wait to strike at the 
busiest season, thus putting the 
maximum 
pressure 
on 
the 
company to give in. 
So the company decided to 
shut down its yards, when 


ship-repairing was not at its 
peak, and thus reverse things 
by putting maximum pressure 
on the union to give in. 


THE UNANIMOUS COURT 
upheld the company’s right to 
do what it did. saying: 
The shipyards owner did not 
violate the labor law “ when, 
after a bargaining 
impasse 
had been reached, he tempo­ 
rarily shuts down his plant and 
lays off his employees for tha 
sole purpose of bringing eco­ 
nomic pressure to bear in sup­ 
port of his legitimate bargain­ 
ing position.” 
But there are varying con­ 
flicting interests in different 
lockouts. So, undoubtedly, in 
the future the court will have 
to pass on more lockouts and 
in doing so probably narrow 
down Monday’s sweeping opin­ 
ion. 


IN ANOTHER case the court 
laid down the general rule that 
an employer has a right to 
close his plant — not tempo­ 
rarily but permanently — by 
going out of business, no m at­ 
ter what his reason, anti-union 
bias or not. 
For example: If a plant's 
employees organize a union 
but the plant owner is so anti­ 
union he would rather closa 
down than do business with it, 
he can close down. 
This case involved the Dar­ 
lington Manufacturing Co., a 
South Carolina corporation op­ 
erating one mill. A majority of 
its stock was owned by a New 
York firm, Deering Milliken 
and Co., which operates a total 
of 17 manufacturing plants, 
including Darlington. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Excise Tax Cuts 
Appear In Offing

WASHINGTON — There is 
exciting news on the horizon 
for taxpayers, despite the ap­ 
proaching April 15 deadline for 
filing income tax returns. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
and his congressional leaders 
have agreed to launch an all- 
out drive after Easter for a 
$17 billion excise tax cut — 
effective July 1. 


ONLY U.S. involvement in 
an expanded war in Southeast 
Asia or a costly conflict in 
another area 
will sidetrack 
these tax-cutting plans. 
This unannounced strategy 
was decided on during a White 
House legislative meeting at 
which the president’s economic 
and tax advisers briefed the 
lawmakers on the “ growing 
need to cut excise taxes im­ 
mediately to bolster the econ­ 
omy this sum m er.” 
According to a private re­ 
port of the session given the 
tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee by Rep. Wil­ 
bur Mills, D-Ark., chairm an, 
the president agreed to spell 
out the excise taxes he wants 
cut in a special message to be 
sent Congress after the Easter 
recess, 


MILLS TOLD the commit­ 
teemen that in order to expe­ 
dite passage and bar major 
changes, no public hearings 
would be held on the presi­ 
dent’s recommendations. 
Since private witnesses were 
heard by the committee last 
year, Mills said the tax-cut 
bill would be considered in 
executive 
session 
and 
only 
administration 
officials 
per­ 
mitted to appear. 
The veteran Arkansas Demo­ 
crat revealed a major effort 
will be made to limit the total 
excise tax cuts to “ under $2 
billion” — approximately 
the 
amount requested by the presi­ 
dent. 
Holding the lid on the ad-

COLLECTIONS FROM fed­ 
eral excise taxes this year are 
estimated at $14,665.000,000 by 
the Joint Congressional Com­ 
mittee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation. Its report lists the 
breakdown of expected 1965 
revenue from these taxes as 
follows: 
M anufacturers' excise taxes, 
$6.373,000,000; 
liquor, $3,731- 
000,000; tobacco, $2,148.000,000; 
miscellaneous, 
$1.566,000,000; 
retailers’, $667,000,000; stamp 
taxes, $180.000. 
While the nature of the pres­ 
ident’s proposed cuts are one 
of the administration’s best- 
kept secrets, informed legisla­ 
tors report reductions will be 
recommended in excises on 
cosmetics, 
toiletries, 
leather 
goods, ladies' handbags, wal­ 
lets, luggage, jewelry, furs, 
fur-trimmed coats and sport­ 
ing goods. 


Still undecided is whether 
the president will propose a 
cut in the 10 per cent excise 
on automobiles. This tax pro­ 
duces approximately $18 bil­ 
lion annually in revenue — or 
an average $225 per car, paid 
by the automobile manufac­ 
turers. 


ON THE OTHER hand, Con­ 
gress is likely to vote more 
tax increases than reductions 
this year. Three separate tax 
packages are certain to get 
the 
legislators’ 
attention 
at 
this session. Offsetting an ex­ 
cise tax reduction will be two 
proposals hiking taxes. These 
are the president’s medicare 
bill and his proposal to boost 
the size of pensions for old 
folks under Social Security. 
Both 
measures 
include 
in­ 
creases in the payroll tax to 
finance the new benefits. 


Treasury officials are delay­ 
ing the minting of new silver 
dollars until after they make 
their recommendations to Con­ 
gress on whether the content 
of silver in coins should be 
eliminated or reduced.

decision is expected by mid- 
April. Last year Congress di­ 
rected the Treasury to mint 
45 million silver dollars, but 
fixed no date for the coinage 
to start.

IT ALSO SAYS the manager 
has powers which no single 
councilman holds, such as hir­ 
ing and firing personnel, re­ 
arranging 
the 
departmental 
organizations 
and 
ordering 
supplies, up to $500 at a clip. 
The ordinance also requires 
that the manager be bonded, 
since he makes purchases. 
Mayor Edward W. Colthurst 
la covered by a liability insur­ 
ance for council actions, as is

Just had a call from angler Gene

SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 
Senate leader said today a re­ 
apportionment bill s h o u l d be 
ready for committee action by 
April 25 and passed by the upper 
house several days before th? 
end of the regular session on 
June 18. 
Sen. Stephen Teale. D - West 
Point, said he agreed with Sen­ 
ate President Pro Tern Hugh 
M. Burns that there was enough 
support in the upper chamber 
to pass the measure. 
Teale, in answering criticism 
of at-large election featur/es of 
the proposed bill voiced by As­ 
sembly Speaker Jesse M. Unruh, 
said: 
“ If the speaker waits until he 
sees how we work out this re­ 
apportionment bill he might be 
pleasantly surprised.” 
Unruh, Los Angeles Democrat, 
had indicated he would oppose 
certain sections and predicted it 
would not pass the Assembly. 
Teale, who is responsible for 
drafting Senate reapportionment 
legislation, said many details of 
the plan still need to be worked 
out but “ it should be down on 
paper 
within 
two 
or 
three 
weeks.” 
Teale said there were no con­ 
crete figures yet on how many 
senators each county or area 
would receive. He predicted, 
however, that Los Angeles would 
have between 12 and 15 sena­ 
tors. The big population center 
of 7 million is now represented 
by only one senator. 
Teale also said the combined 
area of San Francisco and San 
Mateo County were entitled to 
three senators. 


“On a projection hasis,” he 
said, “we believe it best to give 
San Francisco two senators now 
and San Mateo one.” 
j 
Teale said an effort was being 
made to group together counties 
of mutual interests. 
“Thus,” he added, “ If there 
are two s e n a t o r s from San 
Francisco and one from San 
Mateo, the area, which has sim­ 
ilar interests, will be represent­ 
ed by three men.” 
Teale said ^apportionment 
would not be on a strict popula­ 
tion basis, “but the State of 
Washington court decision re­ 
cently indicated we do not have 
to meet exactly the one man, 
one vote rule.” 
The main provision of thi bill 
now. and the most controversial, 
calls for an at-large election in 
all multi-senator counties. 
In other words, if Los Angeles 
received 15 senators under re- 
apporjionment, all w o u l d be 
elected at large. 
This section is the one frowned 
upon by Unruh. 
It also brought some criticism 
from Sen. Thomas Rees, D-Los 
Angeles. 
“On principle,” he said, “ I 
must oppose any at-large elec­ 
tions. It would destroy the vot­ 
ing strength and rights of mi­ 
nority blocs.” 
Rees said if the reapport;on- 
ment bill “ is a move of strategy 
for the Senate, I probably will 
go along. 
“But if they’rje serious about 
this bill,” he said, "I will be 
forced to fight it on the floor. 
We should have senatorial dis­ 
tricts in the large metropolitan 
areas.”

Our civilization may be the 
world's most advanced, but it 
is also the noisiest. Day and 
night factories, autos, jet planes, 
radios and TV’s and household 
appliances pour out their many 
sounds. 
With the amount of noise in a 
family’s life reaching new highs 
all the time, it’s not surprising 
that people are beginning to 
take a real interest in noise 
control. 
Physicians are blaming in­ 
crease in noise for contributing 
to health 
problems, 
ranging 
from simple nervousness and 
tiredness to disturbances such 
as neuroses, migraine attacks, 
excessive 
fatigue, 
insomnia, 
emotional upsets and mentally- 
induced illnesses. 


CONCERN OVER NOISE and 
its effects on people is spurring 
the growth of a new concept in 
house and apartment construe 
tion-sound conditioning. Modern 
architectural s t y l e s and the 
sleek, uncluttered look means 
increased use of flat, hard sur­ 
faces causing sound waves to 
bounce off of them. Add to this 
the vogue for area rugs instead 


may want to consider for effec­ 
tive noise control. 
Research has developed a 
number of applications of insul­ 
ating and sound absorbing ma­ 
terials and construction tech­ 
niques that will take the din 
out of life in a house or apart­ 
ment. 
In a house sound transmission 
through walls can be reduced 
by changing from the standard 
stud partition to partitions with 
slit or staggered studs. The ad­ 
dition of fibrous glass insulation 
blankets or noise stop boards 
will further reduce sound trans­ 
mission. Floors and ceilings can 
be sound conditioned by using 
noise stop boards as floor un- 
derlayment.

Passage Of Measure C 
iWould Help Out Elderly 


By JEFF GREER 
(Second of three articles) 


If San Rafael voters approve 
Measure C on the municipal 
election ballot a week from next 
Monday, San Rafael may be­ 
come a trailblazer city in pro­ 
viding locally controlied hous­ 
ing for the elderly. 


The measure asks the voters 
to authorize the city council to 
develop up to 50 dwelling units 
for “eligible elderly persons of 
low income.” How and when the 
city would get the project going 
would be up to the council. No 
bond 
financing 
is 
requested; 
pay-as-you-go 
construction 
is 
proposed. 


What makes the San Rafael 
proposal different 
is 
that 
it 
would not depend on federal con­ 
tributions—-and hence would not 
be under federal controls. Fed­ 
erally financed housing cannot 


be selective as to the age of oc­ 
cupants, backers of the San Ra­ 
fael plan point out. 
Measure C is the result of 
studies by a citizens committee 
on housing for the elderly, ap­ 
pointed by Mayor John F. Mc- 
Innis. 
Councilman Charles W. 
Aby was chairman of the com­ 
mittee. 
With 
cooperation 
of 
architect Gordon 
A. 
Phillips, 
who volunteered his time, plans 
were drawn for a pilot project 
of 10 one-bedroom units proposed 
for erection on 13,000 square 
feet of city-owned property at 
Fourth and Union streets. 
According to 1964 estimates, 
cost of the compact units would 
be about $65.000 or $10 a square 
foot of living space. City Mgr. 
Dan E. Andersen pointed out 
that a year's delay might mean 
a 5 per cent rise in costs. 
The city proposes to require a 
minimum age of 65 and a maxi­ 


mum allowable income of $3,000 
a year for occupants. The ten­ 
ants also probably will be re­ 
quired to have been San Rafael 
residents for at least five or 10 
years, according to City Man­ 
ager Andersen. 
A rent of approximately $60 
per month is expected to amor­ 
tize construction costs over 40 
years. The city has owned the 
land for many years and it now 
is 
unused 
except 
“to 
grow 
grass,” Doctor Aby pointed out 
No bond money is needed to 
get the project going because 
the council earm arked income 
from 5 cents on the tax rate for 
the project, rather than reduce 
the city rate during last year’s 
budget sessions. 
Many specific questions in the 
program remain to be worked 
out. Doctor Aby explained that 
he and fellow council members 
were ready to launch the elder- 


ly housing program this year, 
but were advised by the city at­ 
torney that it should be put to 
an election. 
‘‘This sort of brought things 
to a dead end until after the 
election,” he said. The council 
will take the m atter up again if 
Measure C is approved. 
Questioned as to whether the 
city property near the San Ra­ 
fael High School and the Monte-1 
cito shopping district is not too 
valuable as commercial prop­ 
erty, and might not create ten­ 
ancy problems because of noise 
from students, Doctor Aby com­ 
mented. 
‘‘Property is very valuable 
anywhere in Marin County. But 
if we could come up with a com­ 
parable piece of land as con­ 
veniently located for the senior I 
citizens, 
we 
might 
make 
a 
trade.” 
Aby said that regardless of 
the composition of the council 
following the April 12 election, 
and whether he is elected mayor 
or remains as a councilman, he 


will press for a speedy start on \ 
the housing project if it meets 
voter approval. 
“ 1 am thoroughly in favor of ¡ 
it, and want to see the council 
carry it through,” he stressed.

South Marin 
Appraisals Up 


Marin County Assessor Bert 
W. Broemmel said today that 
land appraisals in Mill Valley, 
Tiburon and rural areas will go 
up with the new assessment roll 
for taxes, but the increases will 
not be so hefty as those in 
Sausalito and West Marin last 
year. 
Mill Valley and Tiburon are 
being re-appraised under the 
assessor’s “ cyclical” appraisal 
program. 
Last time property 
was re-appraised in these areas 
was in 1960. 
Broemmel could make no pre­ 
diction today on the size of the 
increase, but said it would not 
be so big as in Sausalito, where 
developed land rose by 50 per 
cent and undeveloped land rose 
even more. 
Rural land that is not directly 
affected by subdivision, last re­ 
appraised in 1961, is also under 
study. Broemmel predicted an 
average increase of about 25 
per cent. In 1961 it rose about 
20 per cent, he said. 
This study involves land in 
the Tomales area and in Nicasio 
Valley.

The new park and recreation 
tax would be in addition to all 
of the taxes now levied. Accord­ 
ing to Mayor Edward W. Col- 
thurst, it would assure the joint 
recreation commission enough 
money for its program.

When West opens the ten of 
spades South can play dummy’s 
queen at once. 


EATS CAKE 
If so, declarer eats his cake 
then and there. East covers 
with the king of spades, and the 
value of the queen of spades is 
gone for the rest of that hand. 
Sooner or later the defenders 
get two spades and two dia­ 
monds. 
South should play a low spade 
from dummy at the first trick, 
winning in his own hand with 
the ace. Dummy’t queen of 
spades is saved for sentry duty. 


THREE ROUNDS 
South draws three rounds of 
trumps and then leads a dia­ 
mond to try a finesse with dum­ 
my’s 10. East wins and must 
return a club. East cannot af­ 
ford to return a spade because 
dummy’s queen would then win 
a trick. 
The queen of spades will never 
win a trick for South but it stops 
East from leading spades. 
South ruffs the club return and 
tries another diamond finesse, 
this time with the queen. East 
wins with the king of diamonds 
and once more must return 
club. It is still unsafe for East 
to lead spades. 


SOUTH RUFFS 
South ruffs the club and leads 
a diamond to dummy’s ace 
When both missing diamonds 
fall, declarer can discard a los­ 
ing spade on dummy’s last dia 
mood. 
If the diamonds had broken 
badly, South could get to his 
hand by ruffing a club or dia- \ 
mond and could then lead a 
spade toward dummy’s queen. 
South would make his con­ 
tract if West had the king of 
spades, but this must be kept in 
reserve as a last chance rather 
than wasted at the first trick.
